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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-18, and 23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not discloses or render obvious record does not disclose a process, as called for in claims 1 
and 23, for production of para-diisopropylbenzene consisting of steps as called for in the claim. 
Further, benzene is voided and cumene is not used in the isomerization step. The closest art of 
record - Hervert (3,763,259) -disclose a process as discussed in the previous Office action. 
However, Hervert process requires benzene for alkylation, cumene in the isomerization step, 
disproportion which are excluded from the claimed process.
